THE QUEEN'S SPEtfiCH. 

Important Tuples Referred to -The Commis- 
sion aud Irish Question. 

London. Sopt. 1(>. — Parliament was 
prorogued to-day. The Queen's speech 
closing the session was formal in charac- 
ter. It contained tho following: "1 
hove agreed with tho president of the 
United States to refer to a joint commit- 
tee the difficult question respecting the 
North American fisheries, which has re- 
cently been discussed by tho two nations." 

The following is her reference to the 
Irish matters: "The wants and difficul- 
ties of Ireland have occupied your close 
attention during a protracted session. I 
trust tho remedies your wisdom has pro 
vided will gridually effect a complete res- 
toration of order in Ireland, and give re- 
nowed courage to peaceful industry. In 
ordor tu pass them it is necessary to post- 
pone many important measures affecting 
other parts of tho kingdom, which you 
will doubtless be able to resume without 
hindrance at the coming session." 

The speech concludes with this: "This 
year, tho fiftieth anniversary of my reign, 
has been made tho expression of fervent 
loyalty which has deeply touched uie. I 
am indeed thankful for the warm, hearty 
proofs of affection which have reached me 
from all classes. Thanking God for bless- 
ii gs ho bus vouched for me and my coun- 
try, I trust I may bo spared to reign over 
a loving, faithful and united people."

Ottawa, Onfc., Sept. 17. — The govern- 
ment has at last discovered whore the 
hitch lay in regard to the Hohring's Sea 
ssizursu of last year, which indicates that 
a serious breach of faith has been com- 
mitted through the ignorance of tho 
American authorities ut Sit ka. It appears 
that Bayard on reowipt of the report of 
his officers in Alaska, stating the grounds 
upon which British Columbia vessels had 
been ondemne 1, did at oncu tele- 
graph ordering Iho restoration of 
th* vessel* and skinsto their owners, 
as appears from published dispatches. 
Mm also informed the British mm 
istar at Washington of his having 
done so. The magistrate at Sitka, J uilge 
Dawson, on receipt of the telegram from 
Bayard, ordered the marshal to carry out 
hi* instructions, but before it was 
affected, withdrew the order on the 
alleged ground that the telegram might, 
not be authentic. Ho denies having re- 
ceivatd »uy further instructions from 
Washington, and refuses to act on 
Bayard's telegram. It. is understood that 
this matter will bo made the subject of an 
iinuisdiata report to the Privy Council of 
Kuglami by the minister of fisheries, and 
ah urgent request made to the imperial 
authorities to have the matter settled.

The American I'lirly. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept, 17. - The second 
days' proceedings of the National conven- 
tion of the American party opened this 
morning in McCaul's opera house. There 
was a heated discussion over the admis- 
sion of a prohibition plank in tho plat- 
form which elided iu a scuflle between two 
foremost men in the party, Dr. Ii. VV. 
Kirby, of this city, and O. B, Dryster, 
of the American Flag, tho organ of tlio 
party, the latter charging the former 
with trying to break up the party by in- 
troducing prohibition into the platform. 
The question of admitting prohibition into 
tho platform was put to a vote and lost. 
Tho convention then adjourned, and in 
the afternoon session the platform was 
read and adopted and the convention 
adjourned. 

'1 ha platform, in view of the present 
system of immigration, calls upon the 
government to take measures to restrict 
it and prevent foreigners from landing in 
America and becoming citizens. It holds 
that emigrants who have arrived hero are 
the refuse of the Old World and aro a 
bane to American progress and enlighten- 
ment. It proposed in order to counter 
act this evil to demand from congress tho 
establishment of a department of immi- 
gration with the president of the United 
States at its head. It further demands a 
revision of the naturalization laws, mak- 
ing fourteen years an iudispensible 
requisito for oitizenship and exclud- 
ing nil communists, socialists, nihilists and 
anarchists from American citizenship. It 
claims that the treasury surplus should 
be handed over to the people and de- 
mands a system of internal improvement, 
and favors the construction of suitable 
fortifications and a navy equal to the 
other navies of tho world. It closes de- 
manding a rirtii foreign policy, American 
rights on the North Atlantic fisheries, and 
recognizing no north, south, oast or west, 
but one liberty, pledged independent 
people,

Sheridan, Secretaries Bayard aud Fair- 
child and Cardinal Gibbous. At 4 o'clock 
this afternoon the Hibernian society en- 
tertained President Cleveland at its din- 
ner in Caledonia hall. The full quota of 
notable strangers wore present. Toasts 
aud speeches were indulged in, aud the 
president's good fellowship left a favora- 
ble impression on the club members. The 
banquet to-night at the academy, given 
by the president of the university of 
Pennsylvania and other institutions, 
eclipsed the scene at the lev** 
last night in brilliancy. All the 
dignataries who have been in the city for 
the past few days were guests. The din- 
ner was served at t> o'clock, after which 
toasts were given and speeches made by 
Senator lugalls, of Kansas; Governor 
FitzhuglA Lee, Hon. Francis Adams, of 
Boston, Admiral Luce, Sir Lyon Playfair 
and others. To the toast of "The Presi- 
dent of the United States," President 
Cleveland said : "Ou such a day as this 
aud in the atmosphere that surrounds it, 
if seems to me that the president of the 
United Stales should be more than usual- 
ly thoughtful and modest. The high of- 
fice that he holds aud the fact that ho 
stands in the presence of its creators makes 
it fitting that the servant of the people 
and the creature of the constitution 
should, by a rigid examination, enquire 
into the laws of his existence. He wilt 
find iu that document such rules of guid- 
ance as demand of him not the intellect 
to carry him above plain people, but a 
knowledge of their wants and a sym|>athy 
with their condition. If ho stands ap- 
palled hy the weight of his responsibility 
and solemnity of his position iie may find 
comfort, in the assured success of patiiot- 
istn while directed to tho interests of its 
people as evidenced by tho constitution, 
and surely he may hope to invoke) the 
same spirit and make it reach the aau.o 
ends. The people of Philadelphia stand 
more nearly related to the events and in- 
cidents that make it tin- birthplace of 
constitution and they should be en- 
dowed with the broadest patriot- 
ism. The first continental eciigress 
met here, the constitutional u nvontiou 
was heid here, ntul to y- -ur keeping is 
intrusted Carpenter's hall, Independence 
hall and tho grave of Franklin. As I 
look about me and see the representatives 
of societies that compose the intellect of 
Philadelphia, it brings home to me your 
love of letters, your care for science, your 
devotion to education, and I feel iu nobis 
company. To you is left the duty of pro- 
tecting and preserving forever for your- 
selves, your country and mankind the 
conditions and incidents of tho best gov 
eminent that was uver vouchsafed to man. 
It is a sacred trust, and as time leads you 
further from its birth may you solemnly 
know that, tho nation exacts that its birth 
incidents ■ shall not be neglected, but 
brightly burnished and held aloft, fixing 
tho gaze of patriotism and keeping aliv<» 
the love for the constitution. The 
President and wife will return to Wash- 
ington to-morrow.

In Governor Bartlett California loses 
a good citizen. Ho had worked his way 
up from tho bottom of the ladder to the 
highest position in the gift of tho people.

His funeral was in 
keeping with his long and useful life, 
whilo his place in tho busy life of Cali- 
fornia's commercial capital will not soon 
bo tilled. Ho passeu peacefully to rost, 
and has entered upon the joys accorded 
to those who in this mortal iifo have boon 
faithful to their trust and have made good 
and true their high calling as Christian 
gentlemen. 

A TERRIBLE CASUALTY. 

The frightful accident on tho Midland 
railway, as announced in our dispatches 
yesterday morning, shocked the whole 
community. Twenty-three lives wore 
lost, and over sixty persons injured, some 
of whom will possibly die. What a fear- 
ful sight it must have been to the excur- 
sionists, out for a happy holiday, to see 
tho coming train rushing wildly down on 
then! and dashing into the cars where the 
many wore awaiting sudden death; none 
but thuso who have been participants in 
such a calamity or were witnesses to it 
can imagine all the horrors of the sight. 
Over such a scene it is as well to draw a 
veil: So far as our advices go, no cause 
is assigned for tho accident. It will 
probably be found on investigation that 
it was the result of such carelessness as 
has characterized so many casualties both 
on this and the other side of the Atlantic. 
Tho sympathy of the world will go out to 
those who have lost their loved ones, and 
though it cannot recall them, it will at 
least be a soothing balm to the sorrowful 
hearts to-day bowed down with grief. 

SIR JOHN HONORED. 

The Queen's tribute to tho veteran 
statesman of Canada will be received all 
over tho Dominion with feelings of the 
utmost db'ight. It would afford her 
much pleasure to learn that. Sir John 
Macdonald has been appointed Canada's 
representative 011 the Fisheries' Commis- 
sion, and no doubt tho Premier will treat 
the Royal desire with all that respect 
which has ever characterized his feelings 
of tho deepest ioyaltj to the Throne. 
There is no doubt that Sir John's Brsfc 
impulse would be to meet the Queen's 
wishes, but it is just possible that affairs 
of Statu might prevent his doing so. He 
is an old man now, and has most onerous 
duties t ) fulfil, and may feel like plac- 
ing upon other and younger shoulders the 
grave responsibility attached to the com- 
missionersliip. Sir John's appointment 
would be as acceptable to the people of 
Canada as to the Sovereign ami it. is hoped 
lie will see his way clear to act. Should 
he, however, find it impossible to do so, 
it is satisfactory to know that he has good 
timber to fall back upon in the Minister 
<jf Justice, the Minister of Finance, or 
the Minister of Marine and Fisheries. 
The Queen's anxiety to have Sir John on 
the commission fully testities tho faith 
she has in one of whose zeal and fidelity 
she has for so many years been cognizant. 
The chieftain will not appreciate tho hon- 
or done him more keenly than his hosts of 
friends and admirers throughout the 
length and breadth of Canada. 



THE AMERICAN BACKDOWN. 

The United States will have to pay a 
pretty bill to Canada in consequence of 
the action of its officials in Alaska. Ig- 
norance does not excuse, and British Col- 
umbia will never be satisfied until her 
citizens are paid the uttermost farthing 
for the wrongs to which thoy have been 
subjected. It is stated that the vessels 
seized last year ami subsequently beached 
have become an almost total loss — that it 
would not be judicious, considering their 
condition, to bring them down to this 
port. If this is true, and our information 
eomos from the most credible sources, tho 
price of these vessels will be a big item in 
Canada's account. There are incidents 
of this whole affair which require the 
most minute investigation prior to the 
assembling of the commission, so that the 
whole ease may bo laid hare in all its 
enormous proportions. The tragic death 
of one of tile captains through insanity, 
caused by the hardships and financial loss 
thrust upon him, may he taken as an 
index of the many cruel features of the 
seizures which will bear the closest exam- 
ination. Without the slightest show of 
legality a system of piracy has been 
maintained by the United States revenue 
cutters which have been guilty of 
the most highhanded proceedings in 
the northern seas. We only hope 
that such representations will lie 
made to fche federal government, one 
of the members of which will he the Can- 
adian commissioner, as that they may be 
possessed of all the facts and so be in a 
position to secure exemplary damages for 
the American out rages in Behring's sea. 
They appear to have entirely thrown up 
their case, and it now only remains to se- 
cure ample reparation. That the British 
Columbia sealers will lie fully compensat- 
ed for the losses they have sustained we 
have no doubt. Nevertheless we would 
•..earnestly urge upon the sealers here the 
"ssity of combining to the end that 
' .may boas impressive!*' stated 



more efficient system of supervision and 
inspection should be established in the in- 
terests of the traveling public. The gen- 
eral public is Usulf largely to blamo that 
such has not been already established. If 
u battlo were to occur in which two hun- 
hundred persons wore killed and as many 
more wounded, the whole civilized world 
would ring for months with its details. 
But if it is only a railway disaster, such 
as that at Chatesworth recently, involving 
the Bame loss, in a manner far mure Jiido- 
ous and revolting than death by the bul- 
let or the bayonet, people are horrified 
for scarce nine days and then it is laid 
aside with the hope that so dreadful an 
occurrence will not be repeated, or that if 
it is, some other persons than ourselves 
will got smashed and ground to fragments. 
But it will bo repeated we may rest assur- 
ed of that, and will continue to be re- 
peated just so long as tho construction of 
railroads remains as it is at present. Wo 
do not imply that tho strictest vigilance 
can altogether prevent accidents. There 
are so many things to bo considered, so 
infinite a variety of causes that may bring 
about a disaster that only an exceedingly 
foolish optimist would dare to say that 
human care and foresight are capable of 
eliminating altogether tho dangers of tra- 
veling by rail. But it is a question of de- 
gree. If wo can diminish tho risk ono- 
half, or one-third, or in any proportion 
whatever, an inostiniablo benefit is con- 
ferred upon travellers. It is a common 
saying that if a railway accident occurs 
on a French road, somebody must swing 
for it — an exaggerated way of expressing 
the very great care and supervision exer- 
cised in that country over Die safety of 
the traveling public. It is certain that 
railway accidents are rare in France. An 
examination into tho different ways in 
which accidents occur would form a sound 
basis upon which reform might be built, 
and there is little doubt if this were done 
that a great majority of accidents would 
be found to be easily within the scope of 
human prevention. There are, wo have 
said, innumerable causes that may wreck 
a train. It may go through a defective 
bridge or trestle, it may become derailed 
in taking a too sharp curve, or from a 
rail hoing broken by a previous train 
or from a rail snapping through excessive 
frost, or twisting under high temperature 
if the rails have been laid with their ends 
too close, obstructions may fall upon the 
track, such as boulders of rock and trees, 
or an axle or wheel imperfectly made may 
break; and there is the whole chapter 
of accidents that may occur from the 
mistakes and carelessness of train dis- 
patchers, switchmen, engineers and 
othoi employes connected with a road. 
All these and many more may con- 
tribute to bring about disasters, leaving 
out of account altogether the accidents 
that may be caused by the deliberate de- 
signs of train wreckers. But it is appar- 
ent that with all this multitude of causes, 
a very large proportion of the great disas- 
ters occur in connection with bridges and 
trestles. Instance the Tay disaster, the 
Ashtabula, White Mountain and Chates- 
worth disasters. Here there is a groat 
field in which tho proportion of accidents 
could be reduced. The Chatesworth hor- 
ror could not have occurred had the tres- 
tle been of iron instead of wood. In the 
case of the Tay bridge, it came out in the 
investigation afterwards held, that tho 
iron work had been scamped in a most 
rascally manner, that the bridge was fre- 
quently felt to sway violently as a train 
passed over it, yet the company suppress- 
ed the matter, and the public were kept 
in ignorance of the death-trap, until 
one black, wild night scores of wretched 
people went plunging down to their fate 
into the river below. All this might have 
been prevented by competent inspection 
and supervision. Dangers from derailing 
are of course difficult to obviate, yet much 
may be done in that direction. Too sharp 
curves might bo prohibited. Different 
roads, according to the excellence of their 
construction, adopt different limits of 
curvature. Our own E. A - N. R'., we be- 
lieve, is in this respect an admirably built 
road. On many private roads, however, 
in this country and the United States, the 
curvatures are beyond question danger- 
ous. Tho action of the frost is a very 
difficult thing to guard against, but the 
warping of rails by expansion under heat 
is easily preventable by the adoption of 
proper fish plates. A standard might be 
fixed to which all roads should bo com- 
pelled to adhere. The prevention of (di- 
stractions falling across the track is only 
a question of clearing tho roads away on 
each side to a sufficient distance and pay- 
ing attention to the building of the sides of 
cuts. As long as trains are dispatched; and 
switched and run by human beings and 
not by machines, we suppose accidents 
will occur in proportion to human liability 
to err. But even hero a great deal can 
be dono to make the liability to err, 
among railroad men, much leas than 
among the average of mankind. Only 
men of superior intelligence should till a 
situation on a railroad, upon the proper 
performance of which human life is de- 
pendent. Absolute sobriety, indeed 
taototalism ought to be insisted upon. It 
may seem hard to deprive men of the 
pleasures of moderate indulgence, but 
positions of such immense responsibility 
as railroad men till are exceptional and 
demand exceptional habits. The extent, 
to which the travelling fraternity appre- 
ciate this feature among railroad employes 
is shown by some of the best Aniericon 
roads giving a prominent place in their 
advertisements to the absolute teetotal- 
ism of their men. Another serious mat- 
ter that occasions not a few accidents is 
the overworking of employes. Govern- 
mental interference might easily be 
brought to bear on that. To work a man 
eighteen or twenty hours out of twenty- 
four is just as dangerous as to allow him 
the use of liquor. Wo might extend our 
remarks to very great length in this con- 
nection, but we have said enough to show 
that only strict regulations and super- 
"isii n are required to do away with a 
v great proportion of the accidents 
- how almost of daily occurrence.

In tho Lstiind of Formosa nature honialf 
has formed t; forthieil home for blood- 
thirsty critiiinaU. Formosa is *n island 
■hout ninety miles' ott tho i-oabt of China, 
from which country it iBaep n r a teJ liy-tlio 
channel of Folken. It whs unknown to 
%he Chinese until the year 14(M, and in 
1634 the Dutch established .u autUiiment 
there, but after- twenty-eight- yflflrl of 
peai'eful residence they were expelled ay 
tiie fatuous rebel Coxinga, whose succes- 
sors ruled the island until 1083, whon the 
Chinese took full possession. Then the 
population was from two to three. million , 
' now it has dwindled down, to a little more 
than one hundred and ninety thousand. 
Although only two hundred and fifty 
miles long and eighty miles in breadth. 
■ nothing is known — by civilized beings — 
of the interior portion, for it is inclosed by 
an enormous volcanic range, and it is 
within this that all the aborigines now 
herd together. These ■ natives have a 
slender form, olive complexion and long 
hair, and they blacken their teeth. They 
have no written language, and their 
religion is confined to a superstitous be- 
lief in demons and sorcerers. 

It 18 no wonder then that they ate 
easily governerned by some of the more 
udvanced descendant! cf the rebel 
Coxinga, many of whom have taken up 
their abode with them, and a wild and 
desperate life they lead. They take ad- 
vantage of the asylum ottered by this belt 
of country to make organized expeditions 
therefrom for purposes of pillage, and 
even go so far as to arrange defensive 
operations against the dwellers on the 
■eacoast as a pretext for the levying 
money. More than one thousand cases 
of murder are committed by these people 
every year, and the Chinese authorities 
are completely -set at defiance. 

The mountainous and wild nature of 
the tract of country, and the large number* 
to be dealt with preclude all success ei 
the Chinese soldiers against them. Tin 
brigands know every loophole, and can 
get outside, whereas the others are unable 
to find their way in. The policy of the 
present governor of Formosa seems to 
be to draw all tho natives outside and 
away from their associates; This plan 
has partly succeeded, but there are still 
at least one hundred thousand natives 
leagued with brigands, and nature's lofty 
volcanic walls still remain a fortress im- 
possible to storm, but easily bold by these 
red-handed desperadoes.

There are also 
pens for sheup and pigs, extending along 
'he enclosure 1528 feet. Another corner 
is assigned to poultry, with numerous and 
convenient, apartments. Within tho 
grounds a trotting track has been laid out 
for speeding horses. It is a little over a 
quarter of a mile, level, and well mado. 
It in claimed that the provisions made for 
the exhibition this year are superior to 
those of any previous year, and all that 
now remains to bo done is to got the ex- 
hibits and the crowd.

T HE SEIZED SEALERS. 

Return of Mr. Drake, Q. 0.— What Was Accom- 
pliinetl by Hlni In Sltka-Capt. Gaudin's 
Statement. 

Mr. M. W. T. Drake, Q.C., having re- 
turned from his late trip to Alaska whero 
he wont to look after tho interests of the 
seized Boalora, on behalf of the Dominion 
government, was last evening visited by a 
representative of Tue Colonist. On be- 
ing asked what the opinion of the people 
of Alaska was on the matter of tho seiz- 
ures, Mr. Drake said that outside of the 
officials, the opinion was that tho whole 
proceedings were wrong and wicked. 

In reference to the telegrams which had 
been sent to J udge Dawson last February 
it appears that a telegram was received by 
the judge, who gave orders that tho vos- 
sols be released. This order was sent to 
Marshal Atkins, who persuaded the 
judgo that, it was a bogus dispatch which 
had boon concoted and sent by Victor- 
ians, consequently tho order was rescind- 
ed and thoso vessels still romaiii in Ouna- 
laska, their furs having been sent on to 
San Francisco. The general public strong- 
ly expressed it as their belief that this had 
all been done tu tho interests of tho Alas- 
ka Gpvnmereial Company. 

In regard to the vessels seized this year, 
Capt. Warren and otho-s had lodged an 
argument in court which had beon 
brought up, but judgment was reserved. 
This demurrer was against the informa- 
tion lodged against tho masters and mates. 
The steamer Ancon, howevor, came in 
from Port Townsend with a telegram 
directing the masters and mates to be 
discharged. It was then agreed to let 
the demurrer stand against any proceed- 
ings being taken against t he veasels, 

Mr. Drake thinks it improbable that 
the Judge will vary from his decision of 
last year, and in view of which, he, (Mr. 
Drake), has made arrangements with the 
V. S. attorney regaidiug securities in 
case appeal was asketl for. No trials had 
taken place on tho subject before Mr. 
Drake left. The case of tho American 
schooner San Diego has been carried to 
the supreme court. This vessel was one 
of those seized last year. 

The seized schooners are to be valued, 
but up to the time of Mr. Drake's de- 
parture, this had not been done. The 
Governor, Collector, and other officials 
say they have an absolute right to control 
the Behring's Sea. 

It will be hardly probable that tho 
seized schooners will got away this sea- 
son. If a sale is called, Mr. Drake has 
made arrangements that it take place in 
Puget Sound, and that three months' 
notice be given of the fact. 

Capt. Gaudin, master of the British 
schooner Ada, seized in Behring's sen, 
arrived here by tho Ancon. The Ada was 
sealing at the time of her seizure, which 
caused the cutter Boar to wait close by 
until the return of the canoes before she 
could be taken in tow for Ounalaska. He 
reports sealing weather for J uly as very 
bad, and that almost his entire catch of 
1,826 skins was made in the mouth of 
August. He thinks that had he not been 
interrupted ho would have brought home 
2,500 skins. He had only seven canoea to 
work with and speaks highly of his Indian 
sealers. Considering the many disadvan- 
tages tho captain labored under and the 
lateness of tho season when ho left the 
coast, his catch was very good, and ho de- 
serves praise for his able management. 
Ho speaks of the courtesy shown him by 
the olhcers of the cutter Bear. He reports 
having heard that the schooner Kate bad 
a very good catch; also the Favorite and 
Vanderbilt wore heard of in the early part 
of the season witli small catches. The 
captain is welcomed home by his many 
friends. Tho Boar left Ounalaska on the 
28th of August, to make another cruise 
around the islands.

FROM THE YUKON. 

Hi'turn of the HIneri-A Moderatelj Sue- 
ceisful Seaaon-Capt, Metre still Huat- 
tap; for the Short Boute to 
the Mines. 

Several miners who havo been in the 
Yukon since last spring arrived in this city 
yesterday by the steamer Ancon. Among 
them was Mr. Lambert, who loft tho mines 
on account of ill-health, he thinking it bet- 
tor to winter in a milder country than the 
north. From what a reporter could 
gather, tho Forty Mile Creek initios 
promise to be rich, Mr. Irfiinbert having 
taken out a very fair quantity of free 
gold during the last month or two, and 
has one hundred ounces with him. Some 
of thes amples soon are very clean, and the 
grains are of quite a size. Placer mining 
is all that is being done at present, but 
experts express it as their opinion that 
very rich quartz mines are near the scene 
of the placer diggings. .Some of tho 
men took out §100 per day, but it would 
seem that an average of two ounces per 
diem would be the least which would re- 
pay tho minor, as provisions are very 
dear, the transportation being so difficult, 
all stores being poled up thu Yukon in 
canoes and Hats, and as tho current in 
strong this sort of navigation requires 
much time and labor. Tho priced of all 
articles can bo imagined when it in stated 
that flour costs $18 per hundred weight, 
and sugar 50 cents per pound. 

The climate during the summer months 
is tine, but tho Beasou for working is 
short, only about four mouths of open 
weather being had. During the summer 
months the mosquitoes are something 
horrible, nearly eating the miners alivt. 
Tho cold in winter is very severe, it being 
much below nero for months. 

Capt. Win. Moore and one of his sous 
urelookiug for anew road through the hills, 
and if it is found, tho cost of transporta- 
tion can bo diminished considerably. 
They express themselves as oontideut 
that they will succeed in tinding a good 
trail. 

Inquiries concerning the Deslio poison- 
ing case wore made, but nothing of mo- 
ment was learnt, it appearing that the 
whole affair is in somewhat of a muddle. 
No arrests, however, have beon made. 

No news of the Dawson exploring party 
could be gained, us the party had not put 
in an appearance when the miners left. 

From the Alaska Free Prextoi Sept. 10th 
tho following in regard to the Yukon 
mines is taken: 

"The S. S. Leo brought from Sitkutwo 
miners, 11. VV. Barnes and Jim Henry, 
who lmd come down to that place on the 
Rush froju Ounalaska, having secured 
passage on the Bear at St. Hkhaelii. 
They left Forty Mile Creek, the scone of 
the latest discoveries on July 14th, having 
arrived at Sitka on the 6tll of Sopt. 
The distance from Forty Mile Creek to 
the mouth of the Vukon was abeul 1,800 
miles, they having embarked on the New 
Packet to St. Michaels, whore they 
waited but a abort time until tho arrival 
of the Bear. The officers of both the 
Bear and Rush were very kind in their 
treatment towards them. In an inter- 
view with Mr. Henry we learn that a 
number of miners on Forty Mile Creek 
were making from $4 to $25 per day, and 
others not making wages. Parties had 
told him that at tho head of the stream 
some were making as high as $100 and 
^150 per day, and una small tributary 
a shaft sunk to bedrock showed 
up gravel that yielded HO cents per pan, 
but the gravel was frozen and this could 
not be made to pay. This he had only 
heard, and could not vouch for. High 
water was a drawback to successful work- 
ing. As to what the miners above were 
doing ho could not say, as means of com- 
munication in that country were very 
moagro. It, was reported that live miners 
had beon drowned, two above and three 
on Forty Milo crook, but ho could not 
remember their names. One of the men 
had in tho past run a ferry »t J uneaa. 
This man is probably one Peter Nelson. 
There was no truth in tho reported In- 
dian outbreak, and it was concocted by 
tho man Luslio, who had attempted to 
poison his partners. . Last winter many 
of tho miners had suffered from hunger, 
somo of them living on meat straight for 
several mouths, and that scarce, as game 
was not plenty in the country. The 
climate in there in summer was warm and 
pleasant, but considerable rain had fallen 
this season. In the winter it is very cold. 
Twenty-two hours of sunshine in mid 
summer were the longest, days, and four 
hours of sunshine in winter the shortest. 
Whon ho loft Forty Milo C:,eek about 
fifteen miners weio preparing tn come 
out, overland, and it was their intention 
to start i. n the 28th of July, ami he was 
surprised that they had not arrived before 
him. Both the gentlemen will remain in 
Juneau for tho balance of the summer. 
They say that tho trip to Yukon is an 
extremely hard one, and that many of 
tho minors who wont in this spring will 
not pay expenses, while others will make 
a good thing of it."

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A SOUTHERN ROMANCERS j| 

a Promising Careor was Eudad on Ac. 
count of Woman's Whim. 



A Columbia, S. C. , dispatch to the Now 
York Times gives details of tho sensation 
cauBOii in Sumtor county by the discovery 
that Col. William J. Reynolds, ono of tho 
wealthiest farmers in the state, who diod 
last month, bequeathed tho bulk of his 
fortune, oafcimated at about §600,000 to a 
negro woman, who was formerly his slave, 
and with whom he lived for many years, 
am l to her children, of whom ho is the 
father. The story of Col. Reynold's life is 
an interesting one. He was born in Sum- 
ter county, in 1806. of honest, industrious 
and frugal parents. After receiving a good 
common school education, he began life 
a8 a planter. Fortune favored him from 
the cutset, everything that he touch- 
ed seemed to turn to gold. Possessing a 
gonial disposition, he was one of the most 
popular young men of this district. Fifty 
years ago he became enamored of one of 
tho most gifted young ladies of tho coun- 
ty and sought her hand in marriage. His 
iuit at first was looked upon with more 
than posing favor, and ho had good cause 
to bolieve that his love was rociprocatod. 
After a while, however, the lady, influ- 
enced by her mother, rejected him. But 
the ardent young lover would not take 
"No" for a iihal answer. He determined 
to make himself more worthy of the ob- 
ject of hia affection and to try again. Tak- 
ing a leading part in all matters of public 
welfare, he was elected to represent his 
district in the State Legislature, which in 
those days was composed of the wealth, 
talent and chivalry of the proud Palmetto 
State. Ho at once made a record fur him- 
uelf, and ere the close of the first term he 
was recognized as one of the leaders of 
the house. Roturning home elated by his 
luccess in tho councils of his State! ho re- 
newed his suit for tho hand of tho lady of 
his choice, and was again repulsed. After 
being re-elected the second and third time 
to the General Assembly he again wooed 
tho fair one to whom his heart had ever 
remained loyal. This time success seemed 
to crown his efforts. The parents with- 
drew their opposition to his suit and the 
lady finally accepted him. The nuptial 
day was appointed, the wedding garments 
were ordered, tho presents purchased, 
and every preparation was lnade for the 
event. One day, however, all his fond 
hopes were rudely dispolled by the recep- 
tion of a formal note from his aflianced 
bride notifying him that in obedience to 
the wishes of her mother she had recon- 
sidered her acceptance of his hand and 
fortune and that she could never under 
any circumstjinces become his wifo. 

The blow was a heavy ono for young 
Reynolds and it changed the entire course 
of his life. At first he was plunged into 
the depths of despair. His grief seemed 
to bo greater than he could bear. He neg- 
lected his business and he wandered list- 
lessly over his plantations, seemingly ob- 
livious to everything around him, and 
caring not whether he lived or died. He 
soon, however, became reconciled to his 
fate, and finally found consolation from a 
comely negro woman who was ono of his 
slaves. He lived with her to the end, a 
social out cast, utterly indifferent aliko to 
public opinion or the earnest entreaties of 
his relatives. He continued to cultivato 
his extensive lands and to. accumulate 
money in valuable real estate, and at tho 
time of his death he was gonerally regard- 
ed as tho wealthiest farmer in the state. 
He raised a largo family of mulatto child- 
ren, and provided well for each of them. 
Several of these children have received a 
liberal education, and are now engaged as 
teachers in tho public schools of the 
State. 

Two or three hours before his death 
Col. Reynolds drew his will with his own 
hand, and bequeathed almost his entire 
fortune to his negro concubine and mulat- 
to children. This will Col. Reynold's sis- 
ter and other relatives will endeavor to in- 
validate and set aside, but eminent law- 
yers who have looked into the matter give 
it as their opinion that the instrument is 
legal in every particular and that the in- 
dignant relatives must swallow their bit- 
ter disappointment. 

A HAPP1' LITTLE WIFE. 

Left by her Husband She Follows and Over- 
takes Hun— A Tender, Touching Scene, and 
What Came of it. 

Ida Schlinka, a pretty young German 
neatly attired in a black costume, was a 
passonger on the Hamburg steamer 1.1am- 
monia, which arrived at Castle Garden re- 
cently. With tears in her eyes she asked 
the registry clerk if tho pasaehgers of the 
Hamburg steamer Polynesia had arrived, 
and when informed that they had not her 
cheoks brightened and she smiled with 
joy. A little over a year ago Ida said she 
married Gustav Schlinka, a Berlin tailor, 
whose parents were so Opposed to tho 
union that the young Couple determined 
to come here. All their household effects 
and tailoring implements were disposed of 
and tickets purchased to this country on 
the Hammonia, to sail on July the JJlst. 
The couple arrived in Hamburg happy 
and contented at the prospects of being 
soon free from parental interference. A 
change, however, came over Gustav's 
mind, and on the pretence of going to 
say farewell to some friends in the vicin- 
ity of Hamburg, he sailed for this country 
on Wednesday, July tho 25th, on the 
steamer Polynesia. When his wife learn- 
ed this she waited until Sunday, four days 
following the departure of her husband, 
and sailed on tho Hammonia, which is a 
much faster steamer than tho Polynesia.

Tho "letter box" of tho Detroit Free 
Press of August the 25th', has two answers 
to correspondents, which will amuse old 
Orogonians. Horo they are: 

Erie, Pa.— "Lyman"— Tho faro from 
Sault Sto. Mario, Mich., to Victoria or 
Vancouver, Alaska, ia $75, unlimited; tho 
limited transportation is $65, via the Can- 
adian Pacific steamers aud railroad. 

Dallas. Tex. — "A. I."— Tho expres- 
sion "inuckaniuck," used commonly to 
signify ono who imagines himself of high- 
er authority or rank than another, is a 
much abused word of tho Chinook lan- 
guage. Tho Chincmks are natives of Alas- 
ka. The word nmckamuck means a feast, 
and was used by the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany to impress on their Indian traders 
that an article was of groat service and 
value. Tho word admits of a breadth of 
meaning and was used repeatedly as a 
medium of a wawa or talk, as pigeon Eng- 
lish is employed advantageously in con- 
versing with the Chinese. A Itorji is re- 
lated of an Indian prisoner who, while en 
nmtc to tho penitentiary at Portland, 
Oregon, placed tho meat, vegetables, 
pickles and dessert offered for dinner, in 
a washboal, mixed tho whole up with his 
hands, and called tho keeper, in the 
height of his employment, "1 high mucka- 
muck," from which came the expression 
"high inuckaniuck," now in use. 

This information bring to mind the 
grandiloquent orator who exclaimed, 
'-'General Washington at the battle of 
Waterloo siiouted, 'A boss ! A boss ! My 
kingdom for a boss !' A boas was brought 
him by Frank Marion, with which he 
drove the British off the tield aud gained 
the independence of South Carolina !" Or 
another, who, with equal eloquence, said; 
"For, gentlemen of the jury, was not 
Moses, the strongest of men, .struck dead 
by a thunderbolt from the hand of Sam- 
son, Hie Philistine, for killing an Egyp- 
tian at tho foot of the pyramid of Cyrus, 
king of Athens ?" — Oregonian. 

AN ANECDOTE OF ADMIRAL LUCE. 

Whut It was Which Tended to Make Him a 
Thorngh Seaman. 

John C. Rlchberg, the attorney, was 
during 1864 and 1865 a midshipman under 
Admiral Luce on the flagships Macedoni- 
an and Santee of the North Atlantic 
Squadron, and he remembers some stories 
of the Admiral that are particularly ap- 
ropos at this time. 

"I recall," he said to a 'Tribune reporter 
yesterday, "one story that had particular 
bearing on his career as a naval officer. 
At tho time I served under him he was a 
commander in the navy, from which po- 
sition be has been very justly promoted 
since. He was and is probably one of the 
ablest soanion in tho United States navy; 
and the circumstances by which he came 
to bo such aro what my story deals with 
particularly. It happened a number of 
years before the war; ho was then a mid- 
shipman in tho service. There was a party 
given, at wlucb two old Commodores were 
invited, who bad not been on speaking 
terms for a good while, and they wore 
seated next to eacli other, as it happened. 
Next to thorn sat Midshipman Luce, full 
of fun, like all midshipmen, and he utilized 
his time by pinning their coat-tails to- 
gether. They had on their naval dreas 
uniforms with the long coat-tails, you 
understand, and it was no very dillicult 
matter to fasten them together during the 
cousrse af the dinner. Well, when every 
one arose these two Commodores, as was 
very natural under the circumstances, 
started in opposite directions, and then 
came to an abrupt halt. J ust how the af- 
fair ended that night I don't know, but 
of course it was t vident that some one 
was to blame for the trick, and an investi- 
gation was ordered. I suppose you can't 
just see how all this affected Admiral 
Luce's seamanship in after years, but! am 
coming to that. His agency in tho matter 
was discovered, and ho was tried and sus- 
pended from the navy for ten years. 
Ordinarily that would have meant absolute 
retirement, but Admiral Luco was too de- 
voted to the aea and he straightway en- 
tered the merchant marine, winch at that 
time was just at its prime. It was the 
experience he gained during the ton years' 
expulsion that made him one of the ablest 
seamen in the navy; it was that which 
gave him the experience and knowledge 
to write the fust and best work on steam- 
ship and naval construction extant, a 
work which ia a textbook at the Annapol- 
is Naval Academy now, and has been for 
a groat many years. It ifl odd how some 
thoughtless prank will sometimes in- 
fluence a person's after life, isn't it ? That 
tying of tho coat-tails together gave Ad- 
miral Luce a great deal of experience ho 
would probably not otherwise have got ten. 

"Ho ro-entered the navy just about the 
commencement of the war of the Rebel- 
lion, when such men as hi; were most 
needed. He is a lino seaman, a good of 
Boer and a splendid disciplinarian."-- ' Vn- 
cu(jo Tribune..

NAVAL S'1'KENGTH OF THE WORLD. I 

What Lloyd's Register of British and Foreign , 
Shipping Shows. 

Itappoars from tho "Universal Register" 
of 1887, insuetl by the conimitto of "Lloyd '.i 
Registorof British and Foreign Shipping, " 
that Groat Britain has (i guns capable rtf 
penetrating inches of unbacked iron, 
and 1(5 others which can penetrate 28 in- 
ches of tho same metal. Italy has 20 guns 
which can penetrate 33 inches of iron, 
Franco 14 guns which canpiorco 27 inches, 
and 14 others able to penetrate 25 inches 
of unbacked iron. Russia has 20 guns and 
Spain 2 equal to the penetration of 24 in- 
ches of iron, and no other powor has any 
guns capable of an equivalent result. In 
other words, of guns able to penetrate 24 
inches of unbacked iron, Franco has 28, 
Italy 20, Russia 20, Spain 2 and Great Brit- 
ain 22. Next, regarding tho speed of thoir 
.warships, wo find the several poweiB stand 
as follows: 

Ships of 20 knots and above: England 1, 
Franco 1, Italy 10, Spain 2, and other Eu- 
ropean nations 4. Of 19 knots speed Eng- 
land baa 11 ships, Franco 10, Gormany 3, 
Italy 2, and other European nations 9. 
Of 18-knot aliipa England has 5, France 7, 
Gormany 2, Italy 0, and other nations 6. 
Our supremacy is, however, soon in 17- 
knot ships, of which we have 25, mounting 
181 guna; France 4, of 20 guns; Italy 5, of 
40 guna; and other nations 4, of 11) guna. 
England has 11 ships of DO guna that can 
steam lttjuiocs, whereas France has 3 only, 
of 58 guns. At lb knots Franco boats us 
with Ki ships of 214 guns, as compared 
with our 12 ships of 12(5; and at 14 knots 
France has 28 ships of 334 guns, whereas 
wo have only 15 ships of 252 guns. Sum- 
marizing those figures, it appears that with 
speeds above 14 knots we have 80 ships of 
795 guna; Franco, <>9 of 099 guns; Ger- 
many, 35 of 285 gin a, and Italy, 41 of 201 
guna. 

Out of a total mercantile tonnage now 
afloat of 20,91 3,(550, Great Britain and her 
colonies own 10,539,13(5 The total steam 
mercantile tonnage of the work! ia 10,531,- 
843, and of this Great Britain and colon- 
ies own no leaa than (1,595,871, or nearly 
two-thirds of tho whole.

AN OLD ADMIRAL. 

The Nova Scotian Who is Father of the British 
Navy. 

Sevonty-four yours ago, on a bright 
Sunday in June, a young Halifax lad, 
only twenty-two years of ago, thon in 
command of H. M. S. Shannon, brought 
into the harbor of hia native city as a prize, 
tho American frigate Chesapeake after a 
a hard-fought engagement. There are 
some still living among us who remember 
that oveutfui Sunday. The congregations 
wore just coming out from their respective 
churches when the signal stall' on the cit-' 
adel informed them that a British nuui-of- 
war was coming into port with an Ameri- 
can prize in tow, and they tell us what a 
rush thero was made for the wharves and 
adjiicont buildings to got a sight of the 
spectacle. Rumour soon told of the chal- 
lenge from tho Shannon to tho Cheaa j 
peake, of the short but bloody engage-' 
ment, and that on board of tho Chesa- 

Eeako, assho was coming up the harbor, 
»y tho dead bodies of her Captain Law- 
rence and of every one of his officers,* 
while on board of the Shannon Captain 
Broke was lying Beverly wounded, his 
noxt officer killed, and that tho command 
of tho victor had devolved upon the young 
lieutenant, who was thon giving his or- 
ders on the quarter deck of the Shannon. 
The story is told in all our histories, and 
the boys and girls of our public schools 
are familiar with it, as of an event far 
back in tho history of tho century. But 
some bright boy or girl, more inquisitive 
or perhaps more interested than their fol- 
lows, might turn to the teacher and ask 
tho same question which Pharaoh put to 
Joseph — and quite as dubiously — "thai, 
young lieutenant who stood on the quar- 
ter-deck of the Shannon on that bright 
Sunday-— is ho still alive?" Wo can 
answer- if tho teacher cannot. Yes I ho 
is still alive although born ninety-seven 
years ago in Halifax dockyard of which 
his father was the Royal commissioner, 
and tho annate of the navy tell us that he 
is now "Sir Provo William Parry Wailis, 
G. C. B., senior admiral of tho British 
fleet, and sole survivor of tho brilliant 
naval engagement which took place off 
Boston harbor in th. good year 1813." 
Our admiral, for wo called him so, as he 
is a Nova Scotian to his very backbone, 
now lives near the pretty village of Hun- 
tington, on the counties of Hampshire and 
Sussex in the South of England, about 
fifteen miles from the coast. A friend 
called to see him tho other day, and do- 
scribes his visit in a very readable article 
which appears in the London World of 
the 12th July. Tho article is too long to 
be inserted in full, but we give a few ex- 
tracts below which wo think ought to in-, 
tereat all Nova Scotians. 

"Nothing could be finer," says tho Don- 
on of the British fleet, "than the engage- 
ment ( f tho little Cleopatra with the great 
Villo de Milan, fought between Bermuda 
and the West Indies in February, 1805, 
four months after 1 joined tho navy, and 
ten mouths before Trafalgar. 1 soon got 
over my midshipman tight, and waa as 
proud as the rest of them at our not haul- 
ing down our flag after all, and leaving 
the Frenchinon to do it for us. The 
manoeuvres lasted two hours, and wo 
were only beaten by sheer superiority of 
size and numbers. We were, however, 
not long prisoners, for the Cleopatra was 
soon retaken by the Leander, Captain 
Talbot, and we changed places with our 
captors. "Yes," adds Sir Provo, with a 
sigh, "those were days when we woro sail- 
ors and not stokers. Then our English 
tars were a match for the whole world. 
As 1 never commanded either a steamer 
or an ironclad, 1 can hardly say how we 
stand at present; but 1 confess, I have my. 
doubts. At any rate skilled seamanship - 
will not be the chief factor in the coining 
contest." The. nonagenarian admiral goes- 
out into tho corridor and brings in his old 
messmate George Sartorius' admirable 
picture of the hoisting of the Union Jack 
of the Shannon over tho Star-Spangled 
Banner of tho Chesapeake, which ho. 
shows you, a3 he tells you in simple lan- 
guage tho tale of the 1st .June, 1813. "It 
was," said he, "a time of disaster and 
anxiety. We had been losing ships in all 
directions, when Captain Broke sent in 
his formal challenge to Captain Lawrence 
by a fishing boat. The American Nelson 
signified his acceptance of it by tiring a 
gun and hoisting a largo flag bearing the 
device "Free Trade and Sailors' Rights !" 
Lawrence was auro of winning. A dinner 
was prepared for the prisoners; there was 
a plentiful Bupply of handcuffs on deck, 
and several merchant vessels came out to 
witness our discomfiture. We put oil' 
some six miles with three ensigns flying, 
and she bore down upon us over tho sea 
in gallant stylo. It was a death grapple, 
They cheered and fired. We replied sim- 
ultaneously with our shot. Three broad- 
sides only were delivered, and eleven 
minutes saw tho end of the tight. The two 
vessels became entangled. Broke shouted 
for all who could to follow hiin, and when 
the ships separated he signalled that he 
was securely in possession. Every officer 
in tho Chesapeake down to the officiating 
chaplain was slain; the courageous Law- 
rence shot through the body, died four 
days afterwards in his cabin. Broke was 
cut down and dangerously wounded by 
treachery, and Watt, our first lieutenant, 
was killed by a bullet from the foretop. 
It then came to pass, at tho age of twenty 
two, I took command of tho Shannon, 
put my junior, Mr. Falkiuer, in charge of 
tho prize, placed their own fet ters on the 
wrists of our prisoners, and set sail for 
Halifax. It was Sunday when wo arrived 
thero and everybody was in church. Wo 
woro concoaied by a fog til 1 close to the 
harbor; tho yards of both ships were 
manned, and tho British flag floated 
proudly over the American ensign. The 
' rumor of our coming spread like wildfire; 
tho worshippers rushed down to the 
quays, and among those who welcomed us 
was 'Sam Slick' himself. " — JaalifaxHeralH 

THE STORY OF RUSKIN'S MAR- 
RIAGE. 

Two or three letters have recently been 
received asking for the story of Kuskin's 
marriage. The story is this: When com- 
paratively young he became interested in 
an unworldly maiden, some years hia ju- 
nior, whom he thought beautiful, accord- 
ing to tho rules and theories of art, and 
whom ho wooed on art principles. He 
married hor, though ho was too unnatural 
to need a wife, and treated her as if she 
had boon a statute, admiring her in a cold, 
abstract way, not altogether grateful to a 
young woman of preterit temperament. 
Months paasod, their relations undergo- 
ing no change, he contented, alio discon- 
tented. Meanwhile ho had engaged M ilia- 
is, with whom as a pro-Ruphaelito he was 
much ooncornod, to' paint her portrait. 
The auBcoptible artist, waa struck by hor 
beauty, and being of a totally different, 
constitution ft. m Ruskin, fell passionate- 
ly in love with her. But loyal to his friend 
and a man of honor, lie showed her only

OeBaM ok Oakhots Soup, - Cover the 
boliea iif any oold roust moat with two 
quarta of cold water; add uiiu onion, freed 
anil fried in hut.ter, one potato and orio 
turnip and SIX uietlium-iiizcd carmU. all 
pared and diced; Simmer until the veg- 
etables are tender, strain through a sieve, 
remove the boiiea ahd j>rebstlio vegetables 
through. There should he about a quart, 
and a pint, l'ut a Hpounfui of buttet in a 
Naiieepan, stir in u'spo'inful of llonr, -und 
when muoolh mid the broth of puree, from 
which you have skimmed tho fat. Season 
with salt, ami pepper, ami add half a pint 
of hut cream. It uhoiild be as smooth aa 
velvet and oi the oriiHHteney of pea sou]). 

OlIOUMBKB PlfJKLBs. — Puck tho out um- 
bers in a jar or tub; then pour a weuk 
brino upon tlieni, and let it remain throe 
daya. Pour off the brino. and pour on 
enough hot boiling vinegar to cover the 
pickles, and let them stand twenty-four 
lioura. Do this three times, letting the 
pickles stand twenty four hours each time. 
Then throw this vinegar away, and take 
eilOUgll fresh vinegar to cover tho 01)0 tt til) 
burs. Add a lump of alum, the aize of a 
riiarhlu, for each gallon of pickles; half a 
pound of sugar for t hi ue gallons of pickles, 
Add t he following spices: ToHapooiiful of 
cloves, one of allspice, cue touapoonful of 
black pepper, one fourth of a touHpoonful 
of onyenno .popper, a gooibsi/ed root -of 
hurse-radinli, a td/iapoohful of ground 
mustard or leiistxid Wtsjll; Add the spicua 
to the iHlIOgar, hi ing to a b«i : -l, and pour 
on the pickles', Let them stand well cov- 
ered for ten days, and t liey are ready for 
use. By heating the vinegar in it hraaa 
kettle, leaving the kettle from ono heat- 
ing lo another without Hcrubbing, you 
will Imvu pickles as green aa those you 
buy. 

.ikm.ii'.ii Omkiuiiks.- - Soften threo-ipiar- 
fera of a packet, of gelal 'iie in half its' pint 
of water; remove the afcoouM from a quart 
of line ripe cherries; put to Iho gelatine 
half a pint of ted e)|r>-Mnl .iuice; atir witli- 
onl.biiiliier until tpiito dinuulvetl, then mix 
wilh lhoclierrieaiii.il about a clip of bu- 
gar, 



.(k i. kii UAsriiKituiK.s. — Put threo- 
i.uarto a ol a box of gelatine to'soften in 
a pin uf cold water in a warm place. 
Crudi a quart of raspberries, hut do not, 
•enth fly mash them; add a Icacupful of 
boiling water to the gelatine when it is 
soft mid atir it on the stove where it will 
melt, but not boil, till it forms a thick 
inuciiago, put this to the raspberries; 
swouleu with half a pint of granulated su- 
gar, using more or less to taste, as the 
raspberries are more or less sweet; pour 
into a mold and set oil ice till next day. 

Jklliko Pkachkn. -Soak an ounce anil 
a half, or three-quarters of a packet of 
tfolntino in half a pint of water in a warm 
place. Peel and atone live ripe peaches, 
boil the peels in water to cover them, 
stow for an hour gently, strain the syrup 
thus made, mix it with the. gelatine whilo 
b aling hot and stir until it dissolves; pour 
this syrup over tho cut-up peaches, stir in 
t:> cup of sugar, pour into a mold ami set 
on ice. A few peach kernels cracked and 
mixed with the fruit is a great improve- 
ment. Those jollied fruits admit of great 
Variety. They are delicious, ice-cold and 
oatijn with ernam. It takes two ounces of 
geiatine in hot weather to make one 
quart of liquid into jelly, therefore you 
niuHt reckon the amount of juice you have 
to solidify. Juice and water will amount 
to nearly t hree half pints. Avoid ton (inn 
a jelly; it should tremble after it loaves 
the mold, yet keep its form. Gelatine is 
always better molted without boiling, and 
if stirred in a warm part of the stove will 
readily dissolve without, aild the fruit also 

retains its fresh, uncooked Raver by bei ig 
mixed with the gelatine without cooking.

A model useful dairy cow may be known 
at a glance by an expert. She has n lino 
long head, broad hetween the eyes and a 
tliin, wide muzzle; the eyes are large, the 
ears are thin and covered within with a 
deep yellow skin: the forequurt ers are light 
and thin, und the who'c body has much 
the shape of u wedge, increasing in size to 
the renr;flei legs are khui with fine bone; 
the holly large and deep, with great capac- 
ity for food; the back ia bioatl and straight, 
and the ribs are .veil rounded towards the 
rear; bones of the rump are wide apart; 
ehu tail is long anil thin; the thighs are set 
widely apart : the udder is large and full, 
especially ' behind the teats are of good 
aizu and set far apart upon a broad, level 
udder, ami the milk vein, so called, which 
is tho large vein leading from the udder 
and passing to the abdomen and which is 
an indication jpf the amount of blood cir- 
culating through the mill: glands, anil con- 
tribiitinfl to the milk secretion, should be 
full and tortuous in its short course. A line 
horn, a deep yellow skin, and general olo- 
truiice of form, without any heaviness or 
boto'HiH'NN iii any part, are also important 
iielieatioiia of t'ood ipiality in a cow for a 
dairy.
